lish a permanet Bucks County Safety Council. 
This organization would set up an office and staff 
for a two-pronged attack on the problems of highway 
safety by, first, driver education, and second, rigid en­ 
forcement of traffic laws. 
Preliminary figures indicate that this year will see an 
increase of more than 50'/< in traffic accidents in Bucks 
county.

Much the great­ 
est concentration of them is in the Bristol area along 
Route 13.
